Professors  like  Dr.  Paul  Leslie 
and  Dr.  Judy  Cheatham  promote  help- 
ing others  through  projects  with  the 
Greensboro  Urban  Ministries  and  the 
Literacy  Program.  Clubs  and  organi- 
zations, as  well  as  some  scholarship 
students,  are  all  required  to  accom- 
plish a  set  amount  of  hours  per  semes- 
ter working  for  the  community  in  some 
way.
